DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to communication filed on 12/04/2006. Claims 1- 
20 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12/04/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

a. With regard to claim 18, applicant argues that Barbieri, et al (US 
6,212,160), hereinafter "Barbieri", does not teach a plurality of communications 
protocols capable of transferring at an application layer. Applicant further asserts 
that TCP and IPX/SPX are not application-layer protocols. 

In response to applicant's argument that Barbieri is related to the selection 
of transport-layer protocols, while the present invention is related to the selection 
of application-layer protocols, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and 
the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. 

Barbieri notes that the invention may be used in any complicated network 
environments that use multiple different protocols at column 4, lines 23-32. It 
was never the intent of the inventors to limit their invention to transport-layer 
protocols. 
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Additionally, application-layer protocols run on top of transport-layer 
protocols, and thereby inherit and build upon the functionality of these lower-layer 
protocols. Barbieri teaches a method of selecting from a plurality of 
communications protocols, including protocols at the transport layer. By teaching 
a method that works with transport-layer protocols, Barbieri inherently teaches a 
method that works with application-layer protocols, since application-layer 
protocols are built on top of transport-layer protocols. 

b. With regard to claims 1, 8 and 19, applicant argues that Barbieri is 
directed to various transport layer protocols, not plural communication formats. 

Moreover, different protocols inherently have different formats. If two 
protocols have the same format, they would be the same protocol.
